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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments fail to overcome the prior 
art rejections. Specifically, Applicant has argued that the Tremulus et al. "(Tremulus")(US 2004/004921 1 ) in view of Solem et al. 
("Solem")(US 6,908,478) fails to anticipate the instant claims. Applicant states that it would not have been obvious to use the helical anchor 
of Tremulus with the stent of Solem because Tremulus discloses a stand-alone stent while Solem discloses multiple stent with anchors 
attached. However, the anchors of Tremulus are fully capable of being applied to more than one stent should more than one stent require 
anchoring. The anchors disclosed serve the purpose of holding a stent in place and one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that 
should more than one stent be required to be anchored separate anchors could be used to secure the stents. Furthermore, Applicant has 
argued that Tremulus does not disclose an anchor that is capable of resisting forces in an axial direction. However, as shown in Figure 75 
the majority of the force on the anchor is in the axial direction. 

Applicant has also argued that the catheter-based system of Solem does not provide an angular orientation with respect to the body conduit 
but Applicant has not claimed any specific angular orientation. An angular orientation can be interpreted to be 0 degrees with respect to the 
body conduit. 
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
